idelphia, June 6, 1753. 
Drar Sir, 

l received your kind Jetter of the 2d inst. 
and am glad to hear that you increase in 
strength—I hope you will continue mend- 
ing until you recover your former health 
and firmness. Let me know whether you 
still use the cold bath, and what effect it has. 

As to the kindness you mention, I wish 
it could have been of more serious service to 
you; but if it had, the only thanks I should 
desire, are that you would always be ready to 
serve any other frerson thet may need your ase 
sistance; and so let good offices go round, 
for mankind are ali of a family. - for my 
own part, when I am employed in serving 
others I do not look upon myself as confer- 
ring favors, but as paying debts. In my tra- 
vels and since my settlement, I have receiv- 
ed much kindness from men, to whom I 
shall never have an opportunity of making 
a direct return; and nwwberless mercies 
from God, who is infirely: above being 
benefited by our services. These kind- 
nesses from them, I can therefore only re-
